WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 — The 
supreme court’s decision upholding 
Nevada divorces was followed to­ 
day by announcement by Sen. A r­ 
thur Capper (R) Kan., th at he 
will seek enactm ent of a national 
divorce law In the new 78th con­ 
gress. 
‘‘I think we ought to have uni­ 
form m arriage laws,” said Capper. 
“I am strong for it, and shall try 
to have the legislation considered." 
Capper said that at one time 
many influential 
women's 
clubs 
backed the proposal for a federal 
law, but th at states' rights ad­ 
vocates blocked it. 
The high court, in its 6 to 2 de­ 
cision, reversed the North Caro­ 
lina supreme court on a decision 
holding th at Nevada divorce* ob­ 
tained on six weeks’ residence and 
service by mail were invalid. The 
North Carolina court had upheld 
conviction of O. B. Williams and 
Lillie Shaver Hendrix on charges 
of bigamous cohabitation. 
Williams was married and living 
in North Carolina for 
24 
years, 
while Mrs. Hendrix had been m ar­ 
ried and living in the state for 20 
year*. 
They wrent to Las Vegas. 
Nevada, in 1940, sought divorce, 
were declared legal residents after 
living there six w’eeks and obtain­ 
ed divorces. 
They rem arried and 
returned to North Carolina. 
The high court’s opinion, w ritten 
by Justice Douglas, left some loop­ 
holes as to validity of Nevada di­ 
vorces, but generally was a sweep­ 
ing declaration that states can run 
“divorce mills” and the divorces 
must be respected by other states.

day shift duties. No violence was 
reported. 
C. M. White, vice president in

said the CIO-United Steel W orkers 
I Union had violated 
a 
no-atrike 
; clause in its contract by calling 
out the 3 to l l p. rn. shift, while 
Edward K Stack, president of the 
union local, claimed the company 
had locked out the men. 
Strike “Unwarranted” 
Calling the strike “wholly un­ 
w arranted," W hite asked the W ar 
Labor Board, the M aritime Com­ 
mission, and Jam es V. Forreatal, 
Under-Secretary of the Navy, to 
take "appropriate action immedi­ 
ately to term inate this unpatriotic 
and illegal strike.”

Halifax 
has made some moves which 
few know 
about, which have won him big blocs of 
friends. 
One of these is a leading Negro organi­ 
zation, the National 
Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
It happened that the Ambassador re­ 
ceived a letter from Walter White, head 
of the association, asking certain questions 
about India. The letter was not only intel­ 
ligent, but pointed. It linked up the color­ 
ed race in the United States with kindred 
races in India, and raised the point that 
Negroes here might find it difficult to give 
all-out support to the United Nations cause 
so long as India saw no hope of freedom. 
To answer such a letter, on paper, 
would have been difficult. 
So 
Viscount 
Halifax didn’t answer it. 
Instead he took a train to New York, 
climbed up to the offices of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People, and dropped in on Walter 
White.

Value of Studying the 
Constitution of Man

FROM TIME immemoriaT^oc^ 
j»rs have been trying to classify 
man according to his general con­ 
stitution and to ascribe certain 
diseases or health trends to the

particular tj-pes. Long ago the 
four humours were named: it a 
man had too much blood he was 
called sanguine; if he had too 
much phlegm, he was called phleg­ 
matic and if be had too much bile, 
he was called ‘melancholy. 
This system had the great ad­ 
vantage that it was very easy to 
prescribe treatm ent, lf a man had 
too much blood, you bled him; if 
he had too much phlegm and was 
cold, you warmed him up with hot 
pads. Hippocrates believed that 
there were two types of individu­ 
als: those who had a phthisic habi­ 
tus and those who had an apoplec­ 
tic habitus. The phthisic types 
had a long, thin body and were 
subject to tuberculosis; the apo­ 
plectics had a thick, heavy body 
and were subject to apoplexy. 
Later these crude generaliza­ 
tions were subjected to exact, 
m athem atical 
m easurem ents. 
Among the earliest of these work­ 
ers was an Italian named Viola 
who measured in various indi­ 
viduals the exact amount of space 
In th* ches‘ and abdomen. 
He 
found that 24 per cent had small 
organs, 28 ner cent had large or­ 
gans and 4b per cent were medium 
in size. By following these pa­ 
tients for years, he was able to 
make a rough table of how re­ 
sistant they were to disease and 
what diseases were likely to over­ 
come them. 
Value of Studies 
These studies have a value 
which is implied rather than easi­ 
ly defined. 
William Osier once 
said that the difference between a 
great physician ST.d rn good phy­ 
sician lay in the ability of the 
form er to diagnose the patient as 
well as the disease. The great 
physician in the course of time is 
abie to tell what is the m atter by 
the patient’* knock on the door. 
The latest and most elaborate 
of the studies in measurement of 
the body in order to classify types 
is that done by Dr. W. H. Sheldon 
of Harvard University. 
A fter 
making a number of measure­ 
ments, he obtains what he calls a 
so rn a tot y pc and he has named 
three kinds of somatotypes. 
F irst endomorphy, which goes 
with the relative predominance of 
the internal organs and tapering 
arms and legs. W’hen endomorphy 
is extreme, the digestive organa 


are large and tend to dominate the 
body economy. 
Mesomorph* 
Mesomorphy is shown by the 
predominance of muscle, bone and 
connective tissue—the medial tis­ 
sues in the body. The skin is 
coarse and hairy, the hands and 
feet large. 
Ectomorphy is indicated by a 
small abdomen and chest and a 
tendency to fragility. The ecto­ 
morphic type has the largest 
brain and central nervous system. 
Not only a tendency towards 
disease, but also tendencies to­ 
wards mental traits are brought 
out in these studies. The broad, 
heavy mesomorph^ type is likely 
to have aggressiveness, leadership 
and sociability. There is also w hat 
Dr. Sheldon calls a p.p.j. (pyknic 
practical joke) where an individu­ 
al who has grown much heavier 
rn the last 20 years has retained 
bathing suit pictures of himself in 
his pristine slenderness. 
A number of tendencies con­ 
tr ib u te d the makeup of the con­ 
stitution of man: heredity, the ac­ 
tion of the ductless glands and 
the balance of the ductles glands, 
habits of eating and activity are 
probably the dominant features 
that should be mentioned. There 
is, as has been said, a destiny 
which ends our shapes, rough fccw 
them as we will. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
Mrs. J. K.:—Can a doctor de­ 
tect with a stethoscope whether a 
person has tuberculosis by the way 
the breathing and lungs act? Can 
a person contract this disease from 
another a year after having been 
in contact with him? 
Answer: In most cases a doctor 
can detect tuberculosis in a phy­ 
sical examination with a stetho­ 
scope. Tuberculosis is very rare­ 
ly, if ever, contracted by adults. 
T. S. V .:—W hat causes scabies 
and what cure is recommended? 
Answer: Scabies is caused by a 
small insect which burrows under 
the skin. It can easily be eradi­ 
cated by the application of sul­ 
phur ointment which is a stand­ 
ard ointment that can be obtained 
at any drug store. It should be 
applied to the itching parts of the 
body. It is also advisable to steri­ 
lize the clothes, the bed clothes and 
to examine other members of the 
family for contacts.

how long Germany can maintain 
the immense numbers of soldiers 
in occupied countries and fight a 
war on two fronts at the same 
time. 
There is pretty general know­ 
ledge of the numbers 
of 
Axis 
troops on the fighting fronts, but 
it is not realized how many other 
soldiers are immobilized by trying 
to sit on the lid in the conquered 
countries—including Finland and 
Italy. 
The figures are given In terms 
of divisions of 15,000 men each. 
The largest number are assigned 
to hold France down—34 divisions 
or 510,000 men. This in itself is 
quite an army. The other figures 
are: 
Poland 15 divisions, Czechoslo­ 
vakia 13. Norway 9, (though Nor­ 
wegian sources estim ate 13 or 14), 
Finland 8, Italy and Sicily 7, the 
Balkans 7, the Lowlands (Belgium 
and Holland) 6, Denmark I, and 
Crete I. 
This totals IOO divisions, or 1,- 
500.000 men. And it does not in­ 
clude 40 divisions on the Northern 
Russian front, whose reserves, in 
addition to holding the line there, 
serve as an army of occupation in 
the Baltic countries. 
With manpower getting short In 
the U. S. A., 
military 
experts 
here are looking forward to the 
time when our increased military 
pressure against Germany 
com­ 
bined with the Nazi burden of sup­ 
pressing Europe will prove 
top 
heavy. Germany is using as many 
Hungarian, Italian and Rouman­ 
ian troops as possible, but even 
so, she cannot hold out forever. 
Note: Sweden still permits Ger­ 
man troops through her territory 
from Norway 
to 
Germany 
on 
leave, and back again, and even 
provides some of the car ferries 
w’hich move the trains across the 
Baltic. 


DIES VS KNOX 
The Dies Committee was about 
to unloose a hot blast against Sec­ 
retary of the Navy 
Knox, 
the 
other day, accusing him of keep­ 
ing communists as radio opera­ 
tors on wartime ships. But noth­ 
ing happened, and some people are 
wondering why 
Behind this mystery Is an inter­ 
esting insight on how the Dies 
j Committee operates. 
Martin Dies, chairman, w’as in 
Texas at the time. How much he 
knew* of the proposed blast against 
Secretary Knox is problematical. 
I No other member of 
the 
Dies 
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blacklisted operators had 
made 
outstanding contributions to the 
war. For instance, Wayne Paschal 
of New York, a member of the 
CTO 
American 
Communications 
Association, had worked 
out 
a 
fool-proof recording device, now 
used on merchant ships, to prevent 
espionage by radio men. Yet he 
and the others had been branded 
by the Dies Committee. 
On receiving 
Morse’s 
recom­ 
mendations, Knox reinstated the 
discharged 
operators. 
However, 
the Dies Committee’s secretary, 
Bob Stripling, learned of the re­ 
instatem ents 
through 
Fred 
M. 
Howe, head of the AFL union, and 
the fur has been flying ever since. 
Knox, anxious to avoid a public 
brawl with Dies, had 
his 
aides 
contact Jerry 
Voorhis, 
another 
member of the committee, 
who 
has promised to keep 
Stripling 
under control. How’ever, Voorhis 
has made no promises regarding 
Dies himself when he returns to 
Washington.
